Devices were not life-tiireatening

A life-threatening situation? 

"No, probably not," said Chase Sargent, a Virginia Beach Fire De- 
partment battalion chief. 

But for a moment, definitely scary. 

The beach is safe now, Sargent reported early this week, but last 
Sunday afternoon around 21st Street, people weren't so sure. 

Three, possibly four, small silver cubes with round comers were dis- 
covered. A five-year-old boy found the first one, tossed it, and a small 
explosion ensued. The explosion was not strong enough to kill anyone, 
Sargent said, but could have maimed. 



Police and flre units evacuated the area and searched. Lifeguards were 
subsequently briefed, trained and they also policed the area. 

No other devices were found. 

An investigation is continuing Sargent said, adding that there are 
"several suspects" at this time. 

The explosive devices have been identified as a group of match heads 
surrounded by cardboard. This in turn was covered by many layers of 
silver duct tape. It appears that friction is the initiator for setting off the 
matches, causing them to bum rapidly. 

Virginia Beach Fire E>cpartment Investigators are still following sev- 
eral leads regarding the placement of these devices and the responsible 
parties.

An accomplishment of which I 
am proud is our program to recycle 
office wastepaper in city offices. 
In 1990, it was decided that we 
might be able to help the ecology, 
save space at the landfill and earn 
some revenue 
if we recycled 
wastepaper 
produced in 
the city's of- 
fices. 

One ton of 
recyclable pa- 
per saves two 
and one-half 
barrels of oil 
in manufac- 
ture of new 
paper. Using 
recyclable 
paper to make 
new paper 
saves 17 trees 
per ton of 
paper manu- 
factured. Each ton of wastepaper 
recycled saves 3.3 cubic yards of 
landfill space. Each ton of paper 
recycled saves S33 in landfill 
tipping fees. 

We also found we could be paid 
for the paper if the recycling 
vendor was able to do that. We 
opened the idea for bids and chose 
a vendor who was able to do 
everything wc wanted. Weyer- 
haeuser Paper Company provided 
an excellent program that costs the 
city nothing. All we had to do was 
sort the paper into the proper types, 
gel it to a central location aiid Wey- 
erhaeuser would do everything 
else, including payment for each 
type. 

Early estimates were that we 
would be able to recycle 45 ions of 
office wastepaper per year. Wc be- 
gan the prc^ram on ScpL 10, 1990. 
The following is what we did in the 
first year:

«■ $954. 1 7 in revenue was col- 
lected and donated to the Wellness 
fund.

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VWC approves 
1993 budget; 
increases set

A budget of more Ihan SI 5 mil- 
lion, ihc eslablishmcni of an Advi- 
sory Commiilce on the Campus 
Environment, and three new fac- 
ulty/siaff positions were approved 
at the recent spring meeting of the 
Virginia Wcslcyan College Board of 
Trustees. 

The trustees also heard a final rc- 
porl from retiring President Lam- 
buth M. Clarke. 

The 515,598,230 budget for fis- 
cal year 1993, beginning on July 1, 
represents a 6 percent increase over 
the 1992 budget of 514,685.713. 
Tuition will provide 70 percent of 
the budget. 

The tuition for the 1992-93 aca- 
demic year will be $9,300, a 6 per- 
cent increase over last year's figure 
of 58,740. Room and board will be 
54,650 for resident students, up 5 
percent over last year's cost of 
54,425. Of the proposed budget, 32 
percent will go for instruction and 
academic support; 13 percent for 
student services; and 13 percent for 
financial aid. The remainder will be 
used for institutional support, 
operation and maintenance. 

The trustees approved the ap- 
pointment for an Advisory Com- 
mittee on the Campus Environment 
to work with the board's Building 
and Grounds Committee in address- 
ing environincnial issues on cam- 
pus. The committee will be com- 
posed of three students and three 
faculty members, with the faculty 
being elected to represent their aca- 
demic divisions and the students 
being selected by the Student Gov-' 
emmeni Association. The members 
of the advisory committee will 
serve through June of 1993, at 
which lime new members will be 
elected for the following year. 

New faculty positions were ap- 
proved for the coming year in En- 
glish and philosophy, and a now 
full-time staff position, director of 
human resources, was also ap- 
proved. A part-time position, coor- 
dinator of multicultural affairs, was 
approved <i|id will be filled by ihc 
as.sociaic director of residence life. 

Another faculty position, the 
Jessie Ball duPoni Visiting Scholar 
in History and Ethnic Studies, was 
approved in the new budget and will 
be»fillcd for the fall semester of 
1992 by Dr. Benjamin D. Berry, 
associate professor of history at 
Praric View A&M University in 
Prarie View, Texas. Berry serves as 
director of the University Scholars 
Program at Banneker Honors Col- 
lege of Prarie View, the nation's 



largest honors program primarily 
for black students. Berry holds a 
Ph.D. in American Studies from 
Case-Western Reserve University, 
an S.T.B. from Harvard Divinity 
School, and a B.A. in philosophy 
from Morehouse College. 

The Jesse Ball duPont Founda- 
tion gram providing partial funding 
for this position came through the 
Virginia Foundation for Independent 
Colleges in a program designed to 
bring outstanding black scholars to 
the 15 VFIC institutions. 

In other academic ar- 
eas, a new major program in 
German was authorized. Foreign 
language majorslire already offered 
in French and Spanish. Promotions 
were approved for manage- 
ment/busincss/economics faculty 
members David G. Garraty and Dr. 
William A. Gibson, from associate 
professor to professor; and for Dr. 
Linda A. Ferguson, from assistant 
professor to associate professor. 
The college's first emeritus status 
was approved for two retired faculty 
members. Dr. Robert S. Hufstcdier, 
professor of chemistry (1968-1986) 
and Robert E. Tucker, professor of 
history (1966-1989). 

Clarke reported to the board that 
the college's graduating class of 259 
at commencement was the largest 
in the history of Virginia Wes- 
leyan. He ended his final report to 
the board by saying, "On many oc- 
casions 1 have spoken of the great 
potential of Virginia Wcsleyan. li 
is my conviction that at the end of 
another quarter century of .service, 
the strength of our college will be 
even greater than that of the dreams 
of the founding trustees." 

Mrs. Jane P. Batten, chairman of 
the trustees' development commit- 
tee, reported that nearly 700 busi- 
nesses, foundations, church and 
civic groups, and individuals have 
made contributions to a 5500,000 
fund to establish the college's first 
endowed professorship, which hon- 
ors retiring President Clarke. The 
first faculty member to hold the 
Laiiibulh M. Clarke Endowed Pro- 
fessorship in English will be named 
this fall. 

William Joseph, vice president 
for business affairs, reported that 
work is progressing on the site 
preparation for the first three resi- 
dence facilities of Village III. Plans 
call for the new dormitories to be 
ready for occupancy by September 
1993, enabling the college to house 
on campus the approximately 130 
students living in off-campus 
aparunents adjacent to the college.

route as a way of discouraging the 
proliferation of adult book stores in 
the city. 



Gary Fentress, assistant city at- 
torney, in reply to queries from 
Councilwoman Nancy Paiker last 
week,' explained that the city is not 
permitted by Constitutional law to 
regulate the contents, but that 
through rezoning limits can be 
placed on where the stores could be 
located.

Alcohol and boating- 
the two do not mix 



Alcohol use has long been 
associated with boating. 
Recreating on our waters is a 
great way to relax and cur 
loose. With the usage of al- 
cohol, the motion tends to 
sneak up on you.

Gary Fentress, assistant city at- 
torney, in reply to queries from 
Councilwoman Nancy Parker last 
week, explained that the city is not 
permitted by Constitutional law to 
regulate the contents, but that 
through rezoning limits can be 
placed on where the stores could be 
located. 

Recently, residents in the Shore 
Drive area complained to council 
about the adult book store in their 
community and others which wctc 
appearing in other sections of the 
city. 

Since First Amendment protec- 
tion is involved, Fentress said that 
the issue has to be studied carefully. 
He said, for instance, that if the city 
started regulating nudity in the 
reading material, it might take in 
medical books. 

He said that the city attorney's 
office is not going to attempt to 
regulate the materials, but is con- 
sidering the secondary effects such 
as criminal acts that may take place 
on the premises. 

Planning Director Robert Scott 
said that it would take another two 
weeks to have a zoning ordinance 
prq)ared addressing the problem.

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Surfing area is "overcrowded, 
dangerous," one official says 



New surfing areas 
to be considered 
by City Council

In an effort to please residents of 
Cioatan Beach, surfers, swimmers, 
visitors and property and business 
owners, the Virginia Beach City 
Council is contemplating some or- 
dinances that will change the surf- 
ing areas in Virginia Beach, 
particularly those near the 1st Street 
jetty by Rudee Inlet, the most pop- 
ular surfing spot in Virginia Beach. 

"Usually, no matter what you do, 
everybody is not going to be 
happy," said Robert Hudome, Re- 



sort Area Services coordinator for 
the city of Virginia Beach. 

As they currently exist, there arc 
eight surfing areas in Virginia 
Beach. Only thrj^ will be affected, 
if current negotiations go through. 




Ttie recommendation fsto 
eliminate the 5tti Street area 
and widen the Rudee Inlet 
surfing area by 300 feet to 
create one 800-foot surfing 
area at the south end. Some 
txjsiness owners, however, 
would be adversely affected. 



Area A is Little Island Park in 
Sandbridge. Times and places for 



surflng are designated at the park. 

Area B is Little Island Park to the 
N.C. State Line. Restrictions may 
be imposed by the U.S. Govern- 
ment in areas owned by iL 

Area C is the southern line of 
Dam Neck to northern line of Little 
Island Park. Sunrise to 10 a.m. and 
4 p.m. to sunset are the surfing 
hours. 

Area D is the northern line of 
Camp Pendleton to 42nd Su-eet. 
Exceptions include an area around 
the wooden pier; mouth of Rudee 
Inlet. No surfing 10 a.m. to 5 
p.m. from May 15 through 
September 30. 

Area E is from 42nd Street north 
to the southern boundary of Fort 
Story. No surfing 10 a.m. to 5 
p.m. from Friday before Memorial 
day through Labor Day.

Area F is Camp Pendleton, 
southern end of Croatan Beach, 
from 9:30 a.m. to 6 p.m. only, 
seven days a week. 

Area G is from southern jetty of 
Rudee Inlet to a line extending 800 
feet south, sunrise to sunset. 

Area H is north of Rudee Inlet 
jetty and a boundary line 500 feel 
north, between 3rd and 5th streets, 
with surflng from sunrise to sunset. 



'The areas we are talking about 
in consideration are Croatan and the 
1st street jetty," said Paul West, 
director of Eastern Surfing 
Association. 

Currently, there is a 500-foot 
surfing area at 1st street, which 
West describes as "the oldest pre- 
mier surfing spot on the east 
coast" 

West said because the inlet jettys 



coincide with southern swells in the 
summer, there are large sand de- 
posits at 1st Street 

"The very heai waves in Virginia 
Beach are at the 1st Street jetty." 
said West 

West described the 18.000 surfers

In 1909, Cornelius DeWitt, a 
Norfolk banker and cotton broker, 
bought a 17-room brick house at 
the comer of Atlantic Avenue and 
12th Street at the Oceanfront. The 
house, which was built by Virginia 
Beach's first mayor, Bernard 
Peabody Holland, in 1895, is one 
of 13 properties in Virginia Beach 
listed in the National Register of 
Historic Places. 

Within two years. The Atlantic 
Wildfowl Heritage Center will open 
as an art and museum hub at the 
DeWitt cottage. Until then, the 
Virginia Beach Foundation and the 
Back Bay Wildfowl Guild are 
working together to restore the 
building, which, when complete, 
will be turned over to the city of 
Virginia beach. 

Restoration of the building is es- 
timated at $550,000, with 
$450,000 secured by die guild and 
the foundation through contribu- 
tions. The original cottage may 
have originally been worth $3,000 
to $4,000, although the exact 
amount of purchase is unknown. 

The 2.800 square-foot Uiree-story 
cottage was a $600,000 gift to die 
city from the DeWitt sisters, Julia, 
Harriett and Katrine, who lived in 
the house until a few years ago and 
rented out some of its rooms in the 
summer. The sisters now live in a 
retirement community. Westminis- 
ter-Canterbury, on Shore Drive. 

From the outside, onlookers can 
see that the two-story gray and 
white house widi green trim is un- 
dergoing consuiiction. The porch 
railing, which surrounds the house, 
still has most of its original posts, 
although sections of the heart pine 
handrail that were replaced over the 
years with metal rods and broom 



handles as they fell off, have now 
been replaced with new wood. 

Many of the building's windows 
are cumndy boarded up, and need lo 
be F^laced one>at a time. A weight 
and pulley mechanism is still used 
to open and close the windows, al- 
though that system was considered 
"outdated" years ago. 

Because die house, in its early 
days, did not have running water 
and a well woukl only produce salty 
sea water, die house had a tin roof 
wiUi many gutters to catch rain 
water. The water would drain into a

pipe, leading into a cistern in die 
basement, functioning as the 
home's water su|;^ly. 

On the front porch, which faces 
Atlantic Avenue, a heavy trap door 
conceals a long stairwell diat leads 
into die full basemoit. 

As one walks inside the first 
level of the old house, die dark, 
thick heart pine floors creak be- 
tween the 14-inch thick plastered 
over brick walls. 

According to John Baillio, im- 
mediate past president of die Vir- 
ginia Beach Foundation, die sturdy 
brick walls are die reason die house 
is still standing. 

Phase 1 of die restoration, which 
is now basically complete, returned 
the cottage's exterior to die green, 
gray and while color-scheme.

Fhxn time to time diere 
is U.S. Senator Charles Spittal 
Robb-bashing in this column. Big 
(teal. Robb is a grown man, widi 
s^ous personal, professional and 
political responsibilities about 
which Ke obviously cares nodiing. 

There are some readers, however, 
who feel sorry for peqile who are 
picked on by die media. But if we 
didn't try, sometimes more 
successfully dian others, to put 
tilings in proper, even if somewhat 
cynical, satirical and tongue-in- 
cheek perqiective for public con- 
sumption, who would? The purpose 
of most column writing is to be 
thought-provoking. And may it 
ever be so. 

But I will admit one diing. Per- 
haps as much time shouldn't be 
spent on Robb-bashing as should 
be spent on Virginian-Pilot-bash- 
ing. CcMisider what Albert D. Al- 
beri. Virginia Beach's chief deputy 
commonwealdi's attorney, said re- 
cendy in a letter to the eiditor pub- 
lished in The Virginian-Pilot ^ut 
die Norfolk-based ncv/s^/tcfs cov- 
erage and editcMials about the federal 
investigation of the senator who is 
currendy fighting for his political 
life. The issue is over his social life 
in Virginia Beach and his camp's 
involvnnent in an illegally taped 
conversation about his mil, Gov- 
ernor L. Douglas Wilder. 

"What your editorial di^'t tell 
the reader is that it has been your 
newspapers and not the United 
States Attorney's Office which has 
done Vne' publicizing . . . your sug- 
gestion that the investigation has 
been deliberately delayed for politi- 
cal reasons is also garbage . . . your 
reporters got what you have printed 
by sniffing around for gossip . . .

Many 
dailies consider dwmselves an in- 
vestigative branch of die govern- 
ment; and certainly no one will 
deny thoe is a lot of cooperation, 
eidier dirough leaks or straight up, 
between die media and government 
to eidier help or hurt a particular 
situation or person.

It was with much excitement that I 
received the news this summer that 
Virginia Beach was selected lo re- 
ceive a grant to l)ecome one of five 
sites in the slate to offer Project 
LINK. 

Our Com- 
munity Serv- 
ices Board 
took the initia- 
tive to write a 
grant proposal 
for this new 
venture.

Virginia Beach. 

As part of a study growth plan, 
the high school will move from its 
present location on Granby Street 
to Princess Anne Road in the 
Kempsville section of Virginia 
Beach, a few .minutes south of the 
Independence Boulevard exit on 
Route 44. 

Pitt said the reason for moving 
the school, which currently has 34S 
students, to the new $7.7 million 
building which will hold 450 to 
SOO students when it opens in fall 
of 1993, is simple. 

"Our reason for moving is to 
serve the people, and that's where 
the people are," said Pitt "More 
than double (he catholics are in 
Virginia Beach than Norfcdk." 

There arc currently 29,076 
catholics living in Virginia Beach, 
compared to Norfolk's 10.012. Pitt 
s^. 

Pitt said that more half of the 
school's students are from Virginia 
Beach. The school will remain (^)en 
at its present location until the 
new, school opens its doors. 

"That's one reason we're moving, 
because we're not convenient to the 
people we serve." he said. 

In order to make the move, the 
school attained Sl.S million last 



year from the diocese to buy the 15- 
acre plot of land. 

It is now up to the school to 
raise an additiwial $3.5 million. 

So far. said Pitt, the school has 
collected about $900,000. It hopes 
to raise $1.2 million in'private do- 
nations toward the first phase of 
building by Tuesday, June 30. 

Area churches are not involved in 
the fundraising, although many 
students are expected to come from 
local parishes once the new school 
is develc^jed. 

The construction of the three- 
phase project will take IQ to IS 
years. It will eventually allow the 
school to acccmtmodaie as many as 
650 students. 

Pitt said another attraction to the 
school's site, besides being one 
which Bishop William Sullivan of 
the Richmond Diocese chose, is 
that there are many catholic 



elementary schools in Virginia 
Beach. This move will make it 
more convenient for students to 
continue catholic educatkxL 

The next closest catholic high 
school in the area is Peninsula 
Catholic High School in Newport 
News. Moving Norfolk Catholic to 
Virginia Beach, according to the fa- 
cilities plan, would not make it any 
more difficult on students coming 
from Portsmouth or Chesiqpeake. 

"It's an ideal site," said Pitt "It 
couki hardly be move ideal" 

A decision has not yet been made 
as to whether the school's name 
will change, and will probably be 
decided by Sullivan some time next 
year, befcne the school opens. 

Pitt said that the new school will 
not affect the tuition. 

"The tuitk)n is going to take care 
of the operaticNUtl costs." he said.

dangefous." 

The next most popular surfing 
area is the 800-foot su-etch at 
Croatan. just south of the jetty. 

Hudome said that Croatan resi- 
dents are unhappy with the high 
volume of traffic in their neighbor- 
hood. 

"Their problems are basically 
parking problems, no bathroom 
facilities, surfers changing their 
clothes in the middle of the street," 
said Hudome. 

Hudome said that not all of the 
offenders are surfers, but some are 
visitors, including families. 

A ^oup of Croatan 

residents met for about five 
months to come up with solution^ 
to the area's problems. 

One of the group's major ques- 
tions was, why is there an 800-foot 
area with no parking, restroom fa- 
cilities and no beach access at 
Croatan, when at Rudee Inlet, there 
is only a 500-foot area that does 
have all these features? 

"We've also got another 500-foot 
area a few blocks away that is under 
utilized," said Hudome. 

West said that the 500-foot surf- 
ing area between 5th and 6th streets 
is rarely used. 

By eliminating the 500-foot area 
between 5th and 6th streets, the 
stetion would become a swimming 
area. 

The area at the 1st Street jetty 
would be enlarged from a 500-foot 
surfing zone to an 800-foot surfing 

For swimmers' safety, swimming 
is prdiibited in a surfing zone. 

There is currently a "sandwich" 
area of surfing at 1st Street, then a 
swimming area from 3rd to 5th 
streets, followed by a surfing area 
from 5th to 6th streets. 

"You're better off having one 
solid block (of surfing) than a 
sandwich situation. That's just 
setting yourself up for injuries," 
said Donaldson Miele, 22, a man- 



ager at Hotline surfboards on Nor- 
folk Avenue near the oceanfront. 
"If a kid is on a wave and the tube 
keeps going, he's going to go right 
with it, whether it's a swimming 
area or not." 

West said that the sandwich is 
currently a "logistical nightmare," 
with three surfing boundaries in- 
stead of one. 

West said that while a 200-foot 
net loss of surfing area has some 
people upset, he considers it a mi- 
nor loss, because the area from 5th 
to 6th streets was underutilized. 

The advantage to the plane, ac- 
cording to West, is to increase 
prime surfing area while, at the 
same time, relieving pressure from 
Croatan. 

"You would draw some of the 
surfers from Croatan to the resort 
strip area," said Hudome. "What 
we're trying to do is address the 
problems at Croatan Beach. We 
got comments from (Oceanfront 
merchants from) 6th Street down. 
Some are for it, some are against 
it." 

Hudome said that a group of 
about 15 to 16 people, including 
representatives from Croatan and 
ESA, are now meeting to negotiate, 
before bringing proposals to the 
Virginia Beach City Council. 
Some of these issues were addressed 
once at a City Council meeting, 
but the issue was deferred until all 
surfing related issues could be ad- 
dressed at once. 

West said that any restrictions 
imposed would be in effect from 
Memorial Day to Labor Day. 

Most businesses and 
merchants between 1st and 
6th streets would somehow be af- 
fected. 

Robert Yoder owns the Schooner 
hotel at 2nd Street and Atlantic 
Avenue. The Clarion Resort Hotel 
and Dolphin Run condominiums 
are located at 5th and 3rd streets 
along Atlantic Avenue. Robert 
Herman owns the Lighthouse 
Restaurant at 1st Sueet and the 



loop parking lot. 

Herman did not want to comment 
on the issue. 

Bruce Thompson of Claribn Re- 
sort, Ken Hinnant of Virginia 
Beach Lifesaving Services and Yo- 
der could not be reached for corn- 
men;. 

West, who has negotiated with 
tlie merchants, summarized their 
positions on the surfing zone 
changes. 

"Mr. Herman is concerned that he 
won't be able to promote his park- 
ing because people will have to 
walk an additional 300 feet - that's 
100 yards - to swim," said West. 
"Mr. Yoder of the Schooner Hotel - 
he feels it's not a good business de- 
cision because the entire swimming 
area behind the hotel would be 
eliminated. His guest would have 
to walk 50 to 100 feet to go 
swimming. That's only 10 (a.mi) 
to 4 (p.m.). Memorial Day through 
Labor Day." 

West said he doesn't think people 
"will stay out of his hotel because 
they have to walk an extra 50 feet 
to swim." 

West said that, as a person who 
has organized surfing events, par- 
ticularly in the 1st Street area, for 
12 years, he sees people Hock to 
the area. 

"I can see that when I look up, 
there's more people there than any- 
where else (further up the beach,)" 
said West 

He said the girls are going to be 
there because the surfers are. The 
surfers are going to be there because 
the waves and the girls are there. 

"The tourists love to go out and 
watch these surfers dancing on these 
waves," said West. Another reason 
they would still go to the six-block 
area north of the jetty is the 
volleyball games, vendors, public 
restrooms and fishing at the jetty. 

Although West said that by next 
week the group would be back be- 
fore the City Council, Hudome said 
it could be as early as next week, 
two months away or be postponed 
until next year.

and the city, the cottage was re- 
quired to stay that color. 

In Phase II, electricity, plumb- 
ing, heating and air conditioning 
will be modernized and should be 
completed this fall, said Baillio. 

In the early days, high ceilings 
allowed ventilation of hot and cold 
air. The many windows in the up- 
stairs bedrooms, some of which are 
more the size of a large closet, were 
used to circulate air. 

In the summers, a trek up the 
steep and skinny stairwell to the 
spacious attic with a slanted ceiling 
would serve as a getaway spot for 
the sisters. 

Climbing up the lad- 
der-like steps to the attic 
ceiling, one could pop open doors 
to the roof, climb out and sit under 
a tiny gazebo. 

As part of the renovation, three 
of the house's four original chim- 
neys remain, with flreplaces on the 
Tirst and second floors. Once reno- 
vation is complete, the Virginia 
Beach Foundation will turn the 
property over to the city, and the 
Back Bay Wildfowl Guild will oc- 
cupy the house. 

Although the property sits on a 
prime section of the oceanfront, 
between the boardwalk and Atlantic 
Avenue, the land is not large 
enough to build even a tiny hotel 
upon it Tearing down the building 
would cost $5,000 to $6,000. 

"It would cost more in sand to 
fill in the teisement than to haul it 
away," said Baillio. 

Although unconfirmed rumors 
circulated that the hotel next door to 
the cottage may have been inter- 
ested in expanding (Hito \asx of the 
lot at one time, the expense of do- 
ing so would probably not have 
b^ worth it. 

Baillio said that the city is prob- 
ably not losing the revenue on the 
land, l>ecause, bare, it is worth 
"very little." 

As part of Hiase III of the pro- 
ject, the Back Bay Wildfowl Guild 
will occupy the center, which will 
focus on the educational compo- 



nents of the center. Professionals 
will design and build wildfowl ex- 
hibits of art and artifacts, as well as 
some "working" exhibits that 
move. 

"Perhaps the impact will be mcxe 
as a tourist attraction than anything 
else," said Baillio. "It's also a cul- 
tural impact. Wildfowl is one of 
our few art forms. It's not going to 
be a tourist attractibn like a new 
football team, but I think it will 
attract tourists and complement the 
Virginia Beach Life-Saving mu- 
seum and the Marine Science mu- 
seum." 

Baillio said the new centa woukl 
serve as a civic and cultural aware- 
ness. It will tell a lot about what 
Princess Anne County was like 
many years ago. 

Fletcher Bryant, of the Back Bay 
Wildfowl Guild, said the "new" 
center will add an element to the 
beach that is not presently thoe.' 

"It'll be a historical place, as well 
as a place to go. It'll serve as an 
attraction to tourists as well as 
school children," he said. 

Bryant described eariy Virginia 
Beach as an agricultural utd wikllife 
community, rather than the "tourist 
community" it is today. A railroad 
to Munden Point near the N.C. 
state line attracted many hunters in 
the eariy days. 

"EHick hunting was a way of liv- 
ing, a means of survival," said 
Bryant 

Bryant said diat, over the years, 
the guild has collected many arti- 
facts, including decoys and other 
sffticles. 

One exhibit will be a carving ex- 
hibit, where people can see how 
decoys remade. 

Brysuit said they will have people 
familiar with the subject material, 
as well as some people who helped 
put together the marine science 
museum, help fwrnulaie a stnyline 
for the cento'. 

"Right now, we feel like we can 
come up with more than enough 
information in there to go for a 
coupk; years," said Bryant "When 
we get in there, well know htva. 
Right now. we're infants. Not even 
infants, we're emixyos."

ciq)ilal for educational innovation 
and intellectual capital for 
educatkm's political economy." 

But today, continues Rockefeller, 
"the fedend role is being redefined 
and philanthropy has been called on 
again - this time to fund, not shape, a 
dramatically circumscribed federal 
agenda." 

RockefellCT's point is that while 
outside funding has traditionally 
supported innovations that challenge 
conventional wisdom, today's edu- 
cation reform agenda is defined by 
mainstream politics - with corporate 
contributors asked to foot the bill. 

This practice threatens to obscure 
the fact that private funding is - and 
must remain - supplemental. Be- 
cause public education is the comer- 
stone of our democracy, funding is 
first and fwemost a public responsi- 
bility. Providing quality public edu- 
cation cannot and must not rest with 
the largesse of those in the private 
sector. 

When private funding is relied on, 
not to seed creativity or provoke 
unorthodox thpughts but to provide 
basic programs, quality education 
becomes a matter of luck. 

I applaud Eugene Lang's college 
financing for the class of P.S. 121 
dxth-graders. He provided those 
children with an unequivocal prom- 
ise that they could accomplish their 
dream. I applaud IBM and other 
corporations for their contributions 
to many of the schools associated 
with the NEA National Center for 
Innovation. They have enabled dedi- 
cated teachers to accomplish won- 
derful things in their classrooms. 

But I also think about the children 
who were fifth-graders at P.S. 121 in 
1981 . Were they any less worthy than 
the children in the sixth grade? I think 
about the students in schools not yet 
reached by programs developed 
through the NEA Innovation Center. 
Are those students any less deserving 
of education excellence? 

Quality education is too funda- 
mental to be left to chance. Ensuring 
adequate funding is a public obliga- 
tion, not a private opdon. All the 
essentials - from decent school facili- 
ties to reasonable class size to com- 
puters and other learning tools - must 
be provided by public funds. 

Meeting that requirement de- 
mands greater responsiveness and 
more responsibility on the part of the 
federal government It also demands 
reforming our tax structure so that we 
no longer rely so heavily on the in- 
herendy inequitable property tax to 
determine school funding levels. 

I recendy had the opportunity to 
testify before the Senate Education 
Aiq>ropriations Committee widi Dr. 
Blenda Wilson, chancellor of Ui^ 
University of Michigan at Deariwro. 
Dr. Wilson spoke of the need for 
"certainty of opportunity." That's 
what Eugene Lang provided the sixth 
grade class at P.S. 121 -the certainty 
that if they succeeded at learning, 
(q)portunity would be theirs. 

There will always be a critical role 
for outside support of schools. But 
we can't ask private donors to pro- 
vide certainty of opportunity for all 
students. That's a public responsibil- 
ity - and it must be met with public 
funds.

mate controls which help maintain the animals safety. Three doors, one 
on the side and two at the rear, allow a steady stream of people to walk 
through the lab so large crowds can enjoy the exhibits. 

The lab was donated by Isuzu Corpwation and Checkered Flag Motor 
Company. Funding for the programs and exhibits also has come from 
the Gwathmey Foundation and the Virginia Department of Education 
grants. 

TTie mobile laboratory will greatly aid the museum's traveling 
Chesapeake Bay programs which began visiting schools within a close 
radius of the museum in 1990, and have served more than 45,000 stu- 
dents. Schools will be the mobile lab's primary focus but it also will 
be available for teacher inservice training, festivals and other events. 

A school can schedule large assembly programs or "hands-on" class- 
room mini-labs for up to 30 students. A combination of each is also 
available. The traveling programs for grades K-12 include topics such as 
shades, Chesapeake Bay fishes and endang^ed species. Curriculums are 
sent to teachers prior to their visit and are designed specifically to bring 
an awareness of the bay to students far away from its shores.

Now a child in the mountains of western Virginia can touch the 
sandpapery skin of a live nurse shark or watch a puffer flsh go on the 
defensive and blow up to twice its normal size. 

Inaugurated in spring 1992, the Chesiq)eake Bay Marine Lab is the 
only mobile laboratory in the state that takes live local specimens into 
the schools of the state. The mobile lab is specially outfitted with 
aquariums that will keep a large variety of marine animals healthy on 
the road. The aquariums are portable, easily transported into classnx)ms 
and auditoriums, while the truck itself is also large enough to accom- 
modate groups of students and other visitors for a walk-through visit 

The interior of the lab is 20-by-8-by 8i feet Waterproof, it is 
equipped with seawater tanks, drains, a generator and sophisticated cli-

One of the most important decisions you will make when selling your home is selecting 
the right agent to represent/market vour property . Unfortunately, many homeowners 
select a relative, a friend, a friend of a friend, the agent who quotes the highest list price.

5. PRICINQ; Be objective in regards to pricing! Far too many sellers select the "highest 
list" price agent. Over-pricing is one of the most serious mistakes homeowners/agents 
make and usually results in extended market time and a lesser sales price in the end. 

6. REFERENCES: All agents who you interview should provide a list of references and 
phone numbers of past, and more importantly, current clients. This list will give you the 
opportunity to determine first hand actual performance. 

7- SALE3 HISTORY: All agents who you interview should provide a sales history to 
determine if that agent, in fact, sells property similar to your property. This list should 
include the previous year at a minimum and preferably all sales since entering the 
profession. 

S- PROFESSIONAL EDUCATION- As with any profession, continued education is 
necessary to stay abreast of current trends and changes in real estate law. The agent 
should provide you with a detailed summary of his education above and beyond his license 
requirements.

For the permit parking to go into 
effect in the neighborhoods, 31 
percent or m«« of the residents will 
have to request the special treat- 
ment. That shouldn't be too diffi- 
cult since the prt^ram has been oi- 
dorscd by the hotel and motel 
operators, reiaiters, restaurants, the 
Resort Area Advisory Qinmission, 
the Resort Lc a cte n hip Council, the 



civic associations of Lakewood, 
Pinewood Park and Old Beach and 
the 2nd Precinct Citizen Advi.sory 
Committee. 

The ordinance can be imple- 
mented within 30 days after the city 
manager receives a petition from 
residents. It limits parking on 
streets between the hours of 1 1 
p.m. and 6 a.m. to permit holders 

Along with that ordinance. City 
Council extended the metered park- 
ing hours of enforcement from 9 
a.m. to 7 p.m. to 9 a.m. to 2 a.m. 
The meter enforcement will be in 
effect from May 1 to CXl I south 
of 30th Street.

With all the nice, warm weather we've been having, taking 
pets outside for walk or a romp in the sunshine might seem like 
a great idea. 

While Rover and Fluffy deserve to have fun too, it's impor- 
tant for Virginia Beach residents to remember a few basics, that 
will make life easier on you, your pet and your neighbors. 

At this time of year, theft are still many dogs and cats "in 
heat," and rather than having unwanted puppies and kittens 
mnning around, precautions need to be taken. 

If you can't ensure that your pet will not escape the house 
unescorted for some fun and frolic with the neighborhood ca- 
nines or felines, you should have your pet neutered or spayed. 

In seven years, the potential population of a single unspayed 
female dog is 4,372 offspring. 

In four years, a pair of cats can produce as many as 20,736 
offspring. 

According to local expens, the best time to spay a cat or dog 
is before she has her first heat. Some recommend spaying and 
neutering cats and dogs before the age of 6 months. 

For those pets that are spayed and neutered, taking them out- 
side still requires extra attention. 

Fleas and ticks have a field day in long grass, especially in 
overgrown grass. 

A flea and tick collar is the most obvious choice to prevent 
your pet from picking up unwanted pests, but fur should still 
be checked. 

Getting rid of fleas can be difficult once they get into your 
home, so giving Fido a bath when you see that first flea can be 
vital to everyone's comfort. 

Although cats are traditionally supposed to hate water, a tiny 
kitten can get used to it, so it won't be impossible to bathe your 
cat when he or she gets older. 

For those who prefer not to do it at home, though, the phone 
book is loaded with options for pet boutiques and veterinarians.

building intending to make our visit 
short and continue to the statue. 
However, as we looked at each ex- 
hibit, we suddenly became very in- 
terested in what our ancestors had 
gone through to get to this country. 

After imm igrants traveled the tong 
distance across the ocean, they were 
required to wait for days sometimes 
to get "checked in" on the island. 
Each immigrant went through strict 
medical and mental testing before 
they were allowed to leave. 

Often, if they didn't have enough 



money with them or weren't physi- 
cally well, they were put back on the 
boat and returned to the country they 
had just left. 

As I looked at the faces of the 
people that had arrived from Ger- 
many. Russia and other troubled 
counuies, I wondered if the immi- 
grants had been happy with what 
they had found. 

Even today, immi- 
grants come into the United 
States daily to search foe the pros- 
perity and lifestyle they have 
dreamed about. I wonder if they are 
disappointed with how they fmd the 
"ideal" United States of America. 
Instead of becoming wealthy, many 
of them must be satisfied with pump- 
ing gas or washing dishes. 

In America, we have the freedom 
to work where we want, go to school 
where we choose and get the educa- 
tion we have dreamed about. How- 
ever, it doesn't always come easy. 
Dreams never do. We must woric 
hard to achieve our dreams. 

After seeing the faces of the immi- 
grants and hearing their stories, I am 
grateful to my ancestors for risking 
their lives to come to America. 

I hope that immigrants who am^e 
today will work hard to achieve what 
they have dreamed abouL Not only 
do I hope they will |»iosper flnan- 
cially, I hope they will find the happi- 
ness and peace they are looking for.

Have you ever heard of a

City will spend $73,891 on Sandbridge stairs

It will cost the city $73,891 to 
replace 12 stairways to the beach at 
Sandbridge that were damaged be- 
yond repair during winter storms. 
That is $500 more per stairway 
than originally estimated. 

Staff had proposed replacing only 
six stairways, aiferniiling Ihem so 
that one one would have to walk 
more than a block to the beach, for 
approximately $30,000 which was 
appropriated by council on April 
28. General Services is repairing 10 
stairways and anothCT five were un- 
damaged. Another set will not be 
replaced because the bulkhead to 
which it is was attached was de- 
stroyed. 

When council appropriated the 
$30,000, however, it instructed 
staff to get bids on all 12 stairways 
that needed to be replaced. 

The low bid for all 12 came in at 
$73,891 by Prime Construction 
Corporation, which has been 



awarded the contract 

Sandbridge property owners had 
asked that all the stairways be re- 
placed. 

The stairways arc being plxed on 
pilings and are otherwise stronger 
and more complicated in design 
than the original stairways. As to 
comments that one local contractor 



said he could do all 12 for approxi- 
mately $30,000, City Engineer 
Arthur Shaw said that thai contrac- 
tor did not submit a bid. 

In the 9-1 vote, Councilwoman 
Nancy Parker dissented. 

The stairways are expected to be 
completed by the end of the month. 



Recreation facilities group studied

The city staff has been directed by 
City Council to study the feasibil- 
ity of the creation by the city of a 
recreational facilities authority. 

Such an authority was recom- 
mended in a task force study of golf 
courses in the city. The authority 
would have the power to issue 
bonds for the construction and im- 
provement of projects, such as 
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convention centers, museums, and 
sports facilities. 

Councilman Paul J. Lanteigne, 
who with Councilman William D. 
Sessoms Jr. requested the study, 
said that the city, as "the worid's 
largest resort area;" should enhance 
amenities. He said that he wants to 
learn of both the advantages and 
disadvantages of such an authority. 

A city ordinance amendment 
adopted last week by City Council 
allows farmers to sell their produce, 
as well as jams and jellies made 
from the produce, on a piece of 
property which does not have per- 
manent toilet facilities- on the 
property. 

Specincally, the ordinance ex- 
empts such operations from the re- 
quirements pertaining to sales con- 
ducted on or adjacent to die public 
right of way.

signatures arc required by Virginia 
law, but a minimum of 200 must 
come from each of the 1 1 congres- 
sional districts. 

Although Perot is 

still an undeclared candidate, the 

two parties and the media have 

been on the attack. He has been 

criticized for "trying to buy the 

presidency," for having a small 

stature and big cars. He has been 

called the billionaire, a wild card, a 

Texas cowboy, an action junkie, a 

real pro, a paradox. It is pointed 

out that Perot has never held an 

elected office, and this is not an 

experienced politician. Some say 

this may be a plus. 
No one can deny that he has 

been a successful businessman, so 

he should know how to stop the 

nation's major hemorrhage - the 

enormous national debt, which is 

draining us to the brink of bank- 
ruptcy. But success in business is 

not enough.according to one 

columnist, who observed that 

President Carter was a successful 

businessman, but failed as a presi- 
dent, whil,e President Truman failed 

as a businessman and succeeded as 

president! 
Third party candidates have 

never been successful in a presi- 
dential election, but Perot is not a 
third party candidate. He is a true 
independent, owing no political 
alliance. He has no party and no 
intention of forming one.

Pets of all kinds, including dogs, cats, McCaws, 
hamsters, lizards or snakes, are prohibited on 
Virginia Beach's public beaches from Rudee Inlet 
to 42nd Street from 6 p.m..

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The parking lot at the Ramada 
Inn at 6th Street and Atlantic Av- 
enue at the Ctecanfront is vacant, 
although the summer tourist season 
is in full swing.

The other is 
at 57th Street. 

Although the reasons for the ho- 
tel closing down and clearing out in 
early spring are not confirmed, fi- 
nancial problems are suspected. 

Michael Savvides, a Virginia 
Beach resident who ran the hotel 
and is part-owner of the Black An- 
gus Restaurant on Atlantic Avenue, 
had no comment on the matter.

Richard P. Anoia, president of 
the Virginia Beach Hotel Motel 
Association and owner of the 
Windjammer Hotel at 19th Street at 
the Oceanfront, said Savvides and 
his group of investors were experi- 
encing cashflow problems. 

"From what 1 understand, they 
had apparently (used up) all the line 
of credits with the banks he had 
been dealing with, and needed a lit- 
tle more cash and had nowhere to 
tum," said Anoia. 

The 305-square-foot property, ac- 
cording to the Virginia Beach De- 
partment of Assessments, was 
bought in 1964 by Ying and Nancy 
Mah. The building was built at 
least more than 15 years ago, but 
an exact date could not be deter- 
mined. The land was assessed last 
year at $3,660,000, with the build- 
ing assessed at $2,789,744. The 
adjoining garage, owned by trustee 
Shirley Lam, is estimated at 
$1,021,180. There is no foreclosure 
listed on the property. 

"Ying Mah - he owns the land," 
said Anoia. "Mr. Savvides and that 
group . . . they leased the land and 
built the hotel." 

Anoia and (Mhers said that there 
have been some offers to buy the 
land, and some offers to buy the

building from the bank or to nego- 
tiate a management of the building. 
"At this point, it looks like it is 
going to wind up vacant into most 
of the summer," said Anoia. 

Anoia said that the

hotel will sell, therefore, "go for 
less than it it is worth. 

"As value increases and demand 
increases, the assessments go up," 
said Anoia. "As business decreases 
and value decreases, you don't see a 
decrease in assessment." 

A few years ago, Savvides made 
several improvements to the hotel, 
including an expansion to the eight- 
floor hotel, from 100 to 167 
rooms, an indoor pool and an addi- 
tion to the conference area. 

"From that expansion, I think 
began the troubled waters," said 
Anoia. "The expansion was good, 
the timing was wrong."

Alexis de Tocqueville's melting 
pot analogy may or may not have 
been accurate. But in the past, 
American law, language, history 
and tradition helped blend immi- 
grants from diverse backgrounds. 
Our Founding Fathers believed that 
by recognizing and respecting 
every man's natural rights, there 
would be a fundamental basis of 
unity. 

Today, it seems, we are in the 
midst of a second American revo- 
lution or even a second Civil War! 
Instead of racial harmony, there is 
racial discord. Diversity, multicul- 
turalism and group identity are 
stressed at the expense of things we 
have in common. 

The new tendency is to 

treat people as members of racial, 
ethnic or gender groups, rather than 
as individuals. Antagonisms be- 
tween groups, often divided 
already by history, language and 
culture, seem to be at the boiling 
point. Bias and i^judice are easy 
to trigger and hard to suppress. 

Going fast is the concept of the 
melting pot where people come to 
shed their past in order to forge 
their future. Gone too is the 
emphasis on the American ideal 
that rights reside in the individual 
rather than with his social or ethnic 
class. Gone is the idea that all who

come here can be assimilated by an 
open society that transforms 
disparate people into Americans. 
More than 25 years ago. Major 
Alexander De Seversky, a natural- 
ized citizen from Russia, made a 
prophetic statement "The strength 
of our nation lies in its diversity of 
people; in the marvelous way they 
have adjusted themselves on to an- 
other into a perfect mosiac. That 
mosaic is cemented by mutual re- 
spect, mutual tolerance, a desire to 
recognize the virtues and talents of 
individuals without regard to their 
origins. 

"But, by the same token, the 
most vulnerable phase of American 
life is that very mosaic. That is 
where we can be attacked - by 
driving a wedge between groups by 
making artificial distinctions . . . 
Such false issues are boring into 
the very foundations upon which 
our great nation is built." 

In an article in Times last year, 
Antonia Hernandez, president and 
general counsel for the Mexican- 
American" LepI Defense Fund, 
used a different analogy to describe 
America. "Unity is the completed 
puzzle, diversity the pieces of the 
puzzle. Until we recognize every 
piece, we cannot have true unity." 

Still another analogy is given by 
the Reverend Jesse Jackson in an 
article entitled "The Fabric of a 
Nation," published in this month 
Modern Maturity. "America is not 
like a blanket - one piece of cloth, 
the same color, the same texture, 
the same size. America is more like 
a quilt - many pieces, many colors, 
many sizes, al) woven and held 
together by a common thread." 

The growing diversity of our 
population makes the quest for that 
common thread all the more 
urgent

What are the indicators of quality 
for schools? 

That was the question posed to 
30 community leaders and educa- 
tor by the Virginia Beach School 
Division as part of an effort to 
build a pof ormance-based ac- 

countability 
system for the 
school divi- 
sion. 

Memba3 of 
the group 
spewed fwth a 
plethwa of cri- 
teria that 
might be used 
toiodicate 
quality in a 
school and a 
school divi- 
sion. The 
groiq) offered 
traditional 
yardsticks 
used to 
determine 
school effec- 
tiveness, such 
as achievonent t^ results and 
SAT scores, and novel qqwoaches 
such as student demonstrations of 
knowledge, skills and competence 
through academic competitions and 
performances. 

The process used to idojtify indi- 
cators of quality was tedious, but it 
allowed all parties to advtmce every 
possible notion of whM makes a 
quality schod and how it might be 
measured. The group then scrubbed 
the list of duplications and indica- 
tors that could not be measured. 
The final product will measure 
inputs (i.e., numbw of ttachos who 
have a master's degree, books in 
the lilwary, class size ratio, etc.). 
throughputs or process (i.e.. how 
many parents feel their children are 
gMting a good educatkxi. profes- 
sional uettment of teachen, the 
variety of instructional strtt^ies 
used by leaches in a school, dc.)

Well, since I have not written 
about the status of Quality Manage- 
ment in the city in awhile. I think 
now is a good time to reiterate our 
city's commitment to this exciting 
leadership technique. For those of 
you who are 
unfamiliar 
with the Qual- 
ity Manage- 
ment concept, 
let me provide 
you with a 
brief back- 
ground. 

Developed 
and taught to 
the Japanese 
by Dr. W. 
Edwards 
Deming, 
Quality Man- 
agement is a 
leadership 
technique that 
uses em- 
ployee ideas to continuously 
improve the work processes and 
quality of services provided by an 
organization. 

Two critical components are the 
"Fourteen Points" and "Process 
Improvement Teams." 

The Fourteen Points are as im- 
portant to Quality Management as 
the 10 commandments are to the 
Bible. These critkal points all have 
the central theme of knowing what 
your customer wants, having 
employees participate in the 
decision making process and 
improving (continuously) the work 
processes. 

The window through which these 
principles are applied is the Process 
Improvement Team. This team 
problem-solving method is an 
exciting process in which employ- 
ees tackle the challenges facing the 
city using the seven-step problem 
solving method and tools such as 
"Brainstorming" and "Statistical 



Process Control." Because of the 
tight fiscal times in which Virginia 
Beach is operating, our city will be 
better able to provide quality 
services to our residents if we adopt 
an aggressive productivity cam- 
paign. 



improving work processes. Or, as 
Dr. Deming says about paper prof- 
its, "They give you a bigger piece. 
You take it firom somebody else. It 
doesn't help society." What we re- 
ally need to do is increase the size 
of the pie by adding value. 



The "Seven Deadly Diseases" plague too 



many organizations and spread the germs of 

wasted resources , dissatisfied customers 

and low morale. 



Today, I would like to talk about 
what Dr. Deming calls the "Seven 
Deadly Diseases," which unfortu- 
nately plague too many organiza- 
tions and spread the germs of 
wasted resources, dissatisfied cus- 
tomers and low morale. These 
"Diseases" are outlined below: 

«• Lack of constancy of purpose 
- Of course, if an organization does 
not have a purpose, then it is 
doomed to failure. You might say 
that every organization has a 
purpose to produce a product/ 
service and make a profit But all 
too often, organizations lack the 
long-range planning to realize their 
goals. What Dr. Deming stresses is 
a real commitment to the state 
purpose of the organization in 
terms of dollars, time and human 
resources. Virginia Beach has de- 
veloped administrative goals to es- 
tablish a constancy of purpose for 
the organization. 

*•■ Emphasis on short-term 
profits - This point concerns 
Deming's criticism of organiza- 
tions that are controlled by finan- 
cial and legal wheeler-dealers who 
manipulate figures but who do not 
improve the value of the product or 
service that the organization 
produces. This pursuit of paper 
profits has diverted resources away 
from the challenging job of 



a- Evaluation of performance 
and merit rating - Although this 
may be one of the last areas in 
which American management may 
change, all organizations should 
begin to look at how performance 
aippraisals are handled. Basically, 
Dr. Deming believes that perform- 
ance evaluations encourage 
employees to concentrate on short 
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term goals, and these evaluations 
also build fear within employees. 
Instead, Dr. Deming believes that 
organizations should pay a fair 
market wage and have againshar- 
ing program in which employees 
can reap the benefits of significant 
productivity gains. This program, 
of course, should be coupled with 
employee feedback such as compli- 
menting an employee for doing a 
good job. 

«• Mobility of Top Management 
- Too many managers are preparing 
resumes and changing jobs. E)r. 
Deming says that "mobility from 
one company to another creates 
prima donnas for quick results." 
Needless to say, it is tough for any 
organization to really get to know 
its customers and workers if there 
is high turnover in management. 
Often, the main reason for this 
turnover is job dissatisfaction.

School priri- 
cqnls and faculty will be judf^on 
their dMhty to increase pvental 
invdvemenL To many, this seems 
m impossible task, ytl widwat in- 
creased parental involvement, 
schools seem doomed to failure. 

Can the indicators of 
qoallty be used fiiirly? 

Indic^ors of quality, such as die 
degree of parental involvement and 
achievement test scores, pose fair- 
ness and equity problems for dw 
school system. Both of these indi- 
cators of quality correlate ck)sely 
with the socioeconomic status of 
the students who attend a schod. 
Other factors being equal, schocds 
where a preponderance of students 
live in poverty will have less 
poenlal mvcrivement and lower 
achievement test scores than wiO 
schools with students from affluent 
neighborhoods. In diis context, die 
principal and faculty in a school 
attended by poor children feel diat 
is is unfair for their school to be 
evaluated and compared to a school 
widi wealdiy chiMrea They have a 
good point 

In the past, it was understood and 
"accqxed" diat students in some 
schools would not do as well aca- 
demically as students in odier 
schools. As kng as students in each 
school woe given die same oppor- 
tunity to leam (i.e. similar class 



sizes, qualified teadiers, die sune 
texdiooks and materials, adequate 
cbssroom space), die s^tem was 
providing an equitAle educaliorL A 
new ddlnition of equity is forming 
that suggests dut true equity is 
providing die resoinces necesary 
so that all children achieve high 
ac^mic standards. ■ 

The staff in some schools are 
going to have to ^lend a great deal 
of effort and time finding ways to 
increase parental involvement in 
student leamii^. These schools 
must be givra additional resources; 
be it more staff, parait centers, 
paent incentive programs, addi- 
tional conununication methods. 
extOKied hours, child care pro- 
grans, parenting classes at 
empk)yer release time programs for 
parents to vc^unteer in school. Widi 
additional re^xirces. dwse schocds 
arc placed on a more even {rii^g 
field for accountability purposes. 

Anodier way to allow die indica- 
tors of quality to be more useful is 
to measure gain or improvements 
in school quality. A school might 
survey students and parents and 
find diat 88 percem feel diat 
teachers in their school care about 
the academic success of dieir 
students. With the notion of 
continuous improvement, that same 
school would be indicating quality 
by improving its rating to 91 
percent the next ytar. The system is 
also considering clu^£rs of schools 
widi students of similar demo- 
graphic backgrounds. 

In die final analysis, it appears 
that some excellent indicators of 
quality have been identified and 
can be used by die school division 
to hold students, parents, teachers, 
principals and the community in 
genoal accountable for academic 
performance. The hard part will be 
using diese indicators so that 
schools can determine if diey are 
making significant improvements 
in student learning widnut fear (rf 
unjustified ridicide or inappropriate 
comparisons.

When a huiricane threatens your 
arra, you will have to make the de- 
cision whether you should evacuate 
or whether you can ride out the 
storm in safety at home. 

If local authorities recommend 
evacuation, you should leave. 
Their advice is based on knowledge 
of the strength of the storm and its 
potential for death and destruction. 

In general: 

• If you live on the coastline or 
offshore islands, plan to leave. 

• If you live in a mobile home, 
plan to leave. 

• If you live near a river or in a 
flood plain, plan to leave. 

• If you live on high ground, 
away from coastal beaches, consider 
staying. 

In any case, the ultimate decision 
to stay or leave will be yours. 
Study the following list and care- 
fully consider the factors involved - 
especially the items pertaining to 
storm surge. 

At the beginning of 
liurricane season (June), 
malce plans for action. 

• Learn the storm surge history 
and elevation of your area. 

• Learn safe routes inland. 

• Learn locations of official 
shelters. 

• Determine where to move 
your boat in an emergency. 

• Trim back dead wood from 
trees. 

• Check for loose rain gutters 
and down spouts. 

• If shutters do not protect 
windows, stock boards to cover 
glass. 

When a hurricane 
watch is issued for your 
area: 

• Check often for official bul- 
letins on radio, television or NOAA 
Weather Radio. 

• Be sure car has plenty of fuel 

• Check mobile home tie- 
downs. 

• Moor small craft m move to 
safe shelter. 

• Stock up on canned provi-

Each line 
on the chart represents one degree of latitude or longitude. 
When tenths of d^rees are given, you must interpolate 
between degrees. £xanq>le: Hunrican Bob's position was 
reported as 32.4 degrees North Latitude and 64.7 degrees West 
Longitude. If you plotted correctly this position places 
Hurricane Bob directly over die Island of Bermuda. 
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sions. 

• Check supplies of special 
medicines and drugs. 

• Check batteries for radio and 
flashlight 

• Secure lawn furniture and 
other kx)se material outdoors. 

• Tape, board or shutter win- 
dows to prevent shattering. 

• Wedge sliding glass doors to 
prevent their lifting from their 
tracks. 

When a hurricane 
warning is issued for 
your area: 

• Stay tuned to radio, television 
of NO/^ Weather Radio for offi- 
cial buUetins. 

• Stay home if sturdy and on 
high ground. 

• Leave mobile homes. 

• Leave areas which might be 
affected by storm tide or stream 
flooding. 

After the ail-clear is 
given: 

• Drive carefully; watch for 
dangling electrical wires, under- 
mined roads and flooded knv qx)ts. 

• Don't sight-see. 

• Report broken or danuged 
water, sewer and electrical lines. 

• Use caution re-entering home.

A hurricane 

Hurricanes are tropical cyclones 
in which winds reach constant 
speeds of 74 miles pet hour or 
more, and blow in a large spiral 
around a relatively calm center - the 
eye of the hurricane. Every year, 
these violent storms bring destruc- 
tion to coastlines and islands in 
their enatic paths. 

Stated very simply, hurricanes 
are giant whirlwinds in which air 
moves on a large tightening spiral 
around a center of extreme low 
pressure, reaching maximum 
vdocity in a circular band extending 
outward 20 or 30 miles from the 
rim of the eye. 

This circulation is counterclock- 
wise in the Northern hemisphere 
and clockwise in the Southern 
Hemisphere. Near the center, hur- 
ricane winds may gust to more than 
200 miles per hour. The entire 
storm dominates the ocean surface 
and lower atmo^here over tens of 
thousands of square miles. 




The eye 

The eye, like the spiral strucuire 
of the storm, is unique to hurri- 
canes. Here, winds are light and 
skies are clear or partly ckMidy. But 
this calm is deceptive, bordered as it 
is by maximum force winds and 
torrential rains. 

Many persons have been killed or 
injured when the calm eye lured 
them out of shelter., only to be 
caught in the maximum winds at 
the far side of the eye. where the 
wind bk)ws from a direction (^>po- 
site to that in the leading half of the 
storm.

nomic cycle, then ran into trouble 
as the economy weakened and busi- 
ness slowed down. 

In addition, one of Savvides 
largest flnancial backers merged to

Anoia said what may have hap- 
pened is that Savvides spoke to one 
person on one day, another person 
that next time and a third the fol- 
lowing day, making it difficult to 
get a loan before he had to close his 
doors. 

Winter is a difficult time for 
most businesses at the Oceanfront, 
and Anoia said being at the far 
southern end of the resort strip area 
has its disadvantages when most 
people have Finished shopping or 
already booked a room by the time 
they reach 6th Street. 

As part of the Ramada's franchise 
agreement, the 6th Street location 
was forced to remain open through- 
out the year and collect a certain 
anfKMint tot rooms regardless of the 
time of year. 

Poole could not release the 
amount charged for rooms at this 
location. 

During the winter, however, 
many hotels will drop {nices as low 
as $25, rather than the usual rate of 
nearly $100 during prime summer 
months. 

"Ramada is not one of the less 
expensive hotels," said Anoia. 
Savvides could probably not com- 
pete with the price of some hotels 
in the winter, when he desperately 
needed the business. 

According to Anoia, the Ramada 
staff was most likely at "barebones" 
during the early winter months, but 
was probably cut even lower. Anoia 
has no idea how many were em- 
ployed at the Ramada, but said they 
were probably absorbed into the lo- 
cal job market. 

Anoia said that, judging from the

The Ramada Inn Hotel at 
the intersection of 6th Street 
and Atlantic Avenue at the 
Oceanfront was terminated 
from the 589-hotel chain^in 
January.

Republicans organizing

Gordon Robertson, second district 
Republican Party chairman, is 
planning a meeting for an 
undetennined date in July to hope- 
fully increase the number of district 
supporters in Virginia Beach and 
parts of Norfolk. 

Robertson said the kick-off lun- 
cheon will be a grass-roots plan- 
ning meeting, followed by a rally 
in September which Bush is ex- 
pected to attend. 

Robertson said that Virginia 
Beach has voted Republican since 
1968. which means "Bush has a 
very good chance of winning Vir- 
ginia Beach." 

Scott Maddrea, research director 
for the state Republican Party based 
in Richmond, said the Bush-Quayle 
campaign will be supported by the 
Victory 1992 campaign, although 
the stale does its own fundraising 
for a su^ight Republican ticket. 

Maddrea said that Bush appeals to 
a specific type of Virginia Beach 
resident 

"Obviously, the first group he 
appeals to are your hardcore 
Republicans, the ones who call 
themselves Republicans, vote a 
straight ticket." said Maddrea. 
"They see a need for keeping a Re- 
publican government and see the 
difference between democrats and 
republkans. They see the need for 
keeping a Republican congress." 

Maddrea characterized a second 
type of Bush supporters as "folks 
who may or may not call them- 
selves Republicans, conservative 
pmple who appreciate the Republi- 
can philosophy of limited govern- 
ment." He said they are formeriy 
known as "Reagan [)emocrats," a 
group of conservative Democrats

Robertson said that the local 
Virginia Beach Republican Party 
headquarters is located on Virginia 
Beach Boulevard near Lynnhaven 
Parkway, but will not be active 
until the July meeting.
